dedication sermon on Sunday, June 28 was preached by Rev. Fred C. 
Wiegman, D.D., President of Midland College. The act of Dedication 
was read by Rev. John C. Hershey, D.D., President of Synod. The 
pastor, the Rev. Dr. Walter H. Traub read the Dedicatory Collects 
and was active in all of the special services of the week. In addition 
to a Souvenir Dedication issue of the Kountze Memorial Lutheran 
filled with facts, figures, a history of the congregation and Expan- 
sion Committees personnel, the congregation issued a beautiful Sou- 
venir Booklet containing the week’s program and an illustrated des- 
cription of the new Parish House.

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REPORT OF THE NECROLOGIST 


Death has again invaded our ranks. This time death called to 
eternal reward Dr. Paul O. Machetzki widely known missionary to 
South America, husband of the former Corinne Menges, also a mis- 
sionary, of Spring Grove, Pa. Death came suddenly February 19, 
1943, in Tampa, Fla., where he was a guest speaker at a Church 
conference. For the past twenty-nine years he served as missionary 
in Argentina and British Guiana. Broken in health, he had returned 
to this country where he continued to serve as his health permitted. 
In Tampa he and his wife were working among the Spanish-speaking 
residents. The war had prevented their return to South America when 
his health improved. 

The following statement “In Memoriam” which appeared in the 
March issue of Ecclesia Plantanda is worthy of preservation in our 
Synodical Minutes and covers the activities of his life: 

“During this period when it is impassible for many missionaries 
to return to the foreign fields, arrangements have been made for 
the use of their talents in the home mission field. Under this plan 
the Rev. Paul O. Machetzki and his wife left for Florida shortly after 
the Louisville convention to investigate a field in Tampa where there 
were some thirty thousand Latins located, of which twenty-five 
thousand live in Ybor City. Another denomination requested our 
missionary in Tampa to interest the Board of American Missions in 
this field which this group asserted they could not serve alone. 

Pastor and Mrs. Machetzki, well versed in Spanish and widely 
experienced in mission work, enthusiastically entered into the survey 
and their report to the January meeting of the Board of American 
Missions led that Board to extend the period for the survey. Pastor 


Machetzki and his wife spent the month of January, the special period 


for the Foreign Board, in deputation service for that Board in the 
Florida churches. They then returned to the field in Tampa where 
they again took up the development of work among the Spanish- 


speaking ple of Ybor City. 
On Feb: 


ruary 17th and 18th the annual Missionary Assembiy 


in Tampa, Florida, brought together many outstanding missionary 
leaders from all denominations. Friday morning Pastor Machetzki 
attended the last day’s sessions in the Presbyterian church. Dr. 
Howard was one of the speakers and recognized Pastor Machetzki 
from the platform whom he had not seen since they last worked to- 
— in Buenos Aires, Argentina, in 1932. Naturally there was a 

ppy reunion and at the luncheon which followed, during the ques- 
tion and answer period upon the subject of the race problem in mis- 
sion work, Dr. Howard called upon Missionary Machetzki out of his ex- 
2283 to speak upon this important subject. Dr. Machetzki’s plea 
or a missionary approach carried out on the principle of Christ's 
love for all I deeply moved the audience and the meeting, 
as the chairman expressed it, ‘adjourned on a beautiful note’. 


After the close many came to the speaker’s table to express their 
appreciation to Pastor Machetzki. When his wife noticed that he was 


taking a tablet she asked him if he was in pain and he said he was 
somewhat xeited, and she insisted that he should be seated while 
he was conferring with some of ihe other pastors. He haa hardly 
seated himself when he called to her again and in three minutes more 
he had passed away. The funeral services were held in Spring Grove, 
Pa., where they made their home while on furlough. The acting pastor 
of the church conducted the service, with addresses by Dr. Thomas, 
representative of the Foreign Board, and Dr. Simonton of York, Pa., 
representing the Board of American Missions, and Dr. Wentz, Presi- 
dent of Gettysburg Seminary and Vice President of the Board of 
Foreign Missions. 

Dr. Machetzki was born on March 16, 1885, at Breslau, reach- 
ing the age of almost 58 years. Graduated from Midland College and 
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2 


from Western Theological Seminary in 1915, he took his Master’s 
Degree in 1921 at the University of Nebraska. Midland College con- 
ferred on him during his furlough in 1931 the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Divinity. He was ordained by the Synod of Nebraska in 
1915 and served for three years as pastor at Ponca, Nebraska, and 


one year as supply pastor at Bruning, Nebraska. Called by the Board 


of Foreign Missions in 1921, he served as missionary in Argentina 
from 1922 to 1937, when he was transferred to the mission in British 
Guiana. On January 12, 1933, he married Corrine Mae Menges who 
had served as a woman missionary in Argentina since 1925. The 


marriage was performed in Argentina and three children were born 


to their union, one son and two daughters.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF MIDLAND COLLEGE FOR 
THE SCHOOL YEAR 1942-1943 MADE TO 
=: THE TRUSTEES 
The year 1942-43, which began on September 7, 1942, has been 
an unusual year. The war program has occupied primary importance 
among the outside influences on the organization and curriculum of 
ee College and Seminary. All considerations have been keyed into 
8. 

Not a member of the faculty, staff, or student body has failed 
to respond with enthusiasm to whatever calls were made upon them 
by the government or the College administration. The morale and 


spirit have been of the very best. 


5 — following developments during the year deserve special 
mention 
. Increased Synodical Support. The support from our con- 
stituent synods has increased. This has been due to the special em- 
hasis given to the College appeal for increased support by the 
stees at the respective synodical meetings. The members of the 
Board are to be commended. Attention should be called to the fact 


that Nebraska Synod, Iowa Synod, Pacific Synod, and California 


Synod have made the appropriation to the College and Seminary a 
matter of priority. This wd aaa yr ny of support has been very effective 
in maintaining the morale of the faculty. I trust that conditions will 
so shape themselves within the other synods that the same procedure 
will be followed by them.

Church. This appropriation is making ible the monthly reduction 


of the bonded indebtedness of the College. A comparison of the 


rer’s report of this year with last year’s will reveal that the 
mortgage indebetdness has San reduced $2,846.33. Of the amount 
which is sent us by the Board, $1,000 is set aside for the department 
of Christian Education. The remainder is used for general purposes 
of administration. 


3. Fremont-Midland Em Week. The citizens of Fre- 


phasis 
mont subscribed and paid $3,393.81 this year as compared with 83, 
This is the fourth year of a five-year program, 


285.63 for last year. 
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during which the City of Fremont promised to give to the College 
$10,000. The city has over-subscribed its promise, as these figures 
indicate. In this connection, the Board owes its appreciation to mem- 
bers A. E. Anderson, Art Baldwin, and H. A. Gunderson, who are our 
official connecting links with the Fremont-Midland Emphasis Fund. 


4. Summary of Enrollment. The total in the College was 314, 
distributed as follows: seniors, 19; juniors, 39; sophomores, 86; 
freshmen, 156; irregulars, 14. An additional 93 students enrolled in 
special schools, exclusive of the Seminary which-had 26, and the 
summer school which had 161. The net grand total enrollment was, 
therefore, 594, as compared with 617 a year ago. | 


5. Faculty Needs. Ten years ago the salaries of our faculty 
were cut some 40 per cent, very little, if any, of which has been re- 
stored to date. The average salary now being paid is in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,500 for a nine-months term, and under present conditions 
this salary scale is much too low. A fair salary, based on the scale 
in operation in representative colleges, is between $2,000 and $2,400, 
and we should make every effort to see that this level is reached this 


year. 

6. Financial Needs. Although the synodical and Fremont sup- 
port are increasing somewhat, the fact remains that the rise is too 
slow to retire our indebtedness, build up our endowment, restore 
salaries, maintain the equipment, and 1 for necessary expan- 
sion. For this reason, I suggest that the Trustees confer privately 
with their synod officials regarding the feasibility of conducting a 
financial campaign of such proportion and under such management 
that a considerable sum will be realized for the retirement of the 
debt and the increasing of the endowment. 

Several schools have completed such campaigns with great 
success. York and Hastings Colleges have been able to retire a con- 
siderable portion of their debt this year by means of such a cam-

10. Properties. The buildings and properties of the College, 
both plant and endowment, are in good shape. With the limited funds 
available for janitor services, Superintendent Wood has been able 
to maintain the rooms in good condition. With the decline of available 
men students for janitor services, it will be necessary for the Board 
to allocate a larger amount for this type of work. | 

11. Inter-Collegiate Relationships. The College and Seminary 
have had very close relations with Dana College and Seminary at 
Blair and have had several exchanges of student visitations. Luther 
College at Wahoo has also been visited and a very friendly spirit of 
co-operation exists among the three Lutheran colleges within this 
immediate area, namely: Midland, Dana, and Luther. It is hoped that 
the relations between these institutions shall flourish and Lutheran 
education be further developed by our co-operative efforts. 


12. Prospects for the Future. To the very limit of its capa- - 
cities, the College will continue its present liberal arts organization. 
Every faculty member and all departments are being maintained with 


the hope that no reductions will need to be made despite decreasi 
enrollments. It is our firm conviction that any ground surrende 


now will be retaken after the war at the cost of great effort. We 


believe it to be advisable to hold that to which we have attained. We 
may reasonably expect about the same number of young women 
students next year. The enrollment of young men, will, of course, be 
less, due to the military requirements. Only the physically unfit, pre- 
theological students, young men under 18, and students deferred for 
necessary reasons will make up the male population next year. How- 
ever, there is assurance that some war program will be secured for 
the College. At. present 20 young men are in the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration War Training and we are hopeful of in- 
8 that number. These young men study for 8 weeks only, 
ng their ground school with us and their flight instruction at the 
municipal air port. By the time this report is printed, perhaps the 
Army or Navy will have installed their own training programs on the 
campus as has been done in various other schools in the state.

We rejoice to report that the year just closed saw the return of 
all money to the Building Fund, which had been borrowed, tempor- 
arily, by the General Fund; and that current expenses were met 
promptly each month with a balance remaining. The Executive Com-

In October this cellar was crowded to the insulated 
ceiling with more than 3,000 cans of fruit and vegetables, and 750 
bushels of potatoes, all generous gifts of provisions from many 
congregations. Savings from freezing and spoilage may pay for this 

new cellar this winter. | E 
| The “Helper” situation has been a problem at times, due to the 
allurement to more remunerative positions, but we are happy that so 
many of our workers have remained faithful and contented. Plans 
are under way to again secure a Deaconess who can render helpful 
service to these wards of the Church. | 

The “New Building” remains the most pressing need. The safety 
and comfort of our guests, economy of administration, as well as the 
need for more room, call loudly for this major improvement. The 
solicitation for funds will continue through this period when con- 
struction is impossible, and we sincerely hope that sufficient money 
will be on hand to begin building promptly. We desire to keep this 
urgent need before the constituency, so that funds will continue to 
flow in without interruption. Our aged family numbers 70 and our 
children 39. Every room in the Aged Department is now occupied and 
more folks are seeking entrance. 

The Annual Auditor’s Report shows on hand in the Building 
Fund, $21,450.00, and in the General Fund in Bonds, $12,676.00. 
The Board instructed the Executive Committee to transfer these 
General Fund Bonds to the Building Fund, making a total in the 
Building Fund of $34,126.00.
